Democracy’s Great Quadren­ 


nial Gathering. 


F IR S T 
D A Y ’S 
P R O C E E D IN G S . 


Gorgeous Scenes In Convention Hall. 
Chairm an W hite's Address—Un­ 
bounded Enthusiasm. 


[Associated Press Dispatches to the Hxrald.| 


S t. L o u is, Juno 5.—The Democratic 
National Convention beiian to Rather in 
the early hours of tho morning. Al­ 
though Chairman Barnnm did not an­ 
nounce the opening until after noon, the 
trickling stream of humanity, which be­ 
gan to run into the big Exposition build­ 
ing as early as 8 o’clock, soon grew to a 
torrent, which surged in and filled the 
great “ nave” of tho hall to overflowing, 
and long before noon 10,000 liuman faces 
gazed upon the high desk reserved for 
the presiding officers of the Convention, 
as yet empty, but with its gleaming white 
silver gavel, the gift of the Colorado 
delegation, 
full 
of 
curions 
inter­ 
est for the expectant multitude. The 
noble proportions of the hall strike at 
once with admiration. It is oblong in 
shape, relieved on either side by bal­ 
conies reaching back 200 feet, above 
which, stretching entirely around the 
auditorium, is a broad, overhanging gal­ 
lery. The ample stage reaches from the 
rear of the Chairman’s platform 60 feet 
to the east wall of the hall and accommo­ 
dates 440 of tho gathered leaders and 
fathers of National Democracy. 
The decorations are simple but effect­ 
ive. The stage is hung with red, white 
and blue bunting, relieved with festoons 
and borders of evergreen. Upon a pedes­ 
tal on the right of the entrance of the Btage 
stands a bust of the President, and sus­ 
pended upon the face of the gallery is a 
large portrait of the President in oil. On 
either side are similar portraits of 
Hancock, 
Tilden, 
Hendricks 
and 
ex-Governor M armad tike, of Missouri. 
A very striking effect is produced in the 
gallery above the stage by an enormous 
shaded drawing of the Capitol at Wash­ 
ington upon a background of sky-blue 
canvas. 
The delegates by States artf arranged 
entirely across the nave of the hall and 
stretch ninety feet in front of the plat­ 
form. 
They are arranged with amles 
and in alphabetical order, beginning 
with Alabama oii the right and ending 
with Wisconsin at the left. 
As the Convention gathered, a full 
brass band of sixty pieces, stationed on 
the west gallery, filled the h«!l with 
martial strains and popular operatic airs. 
The delegates straggled in last of all, 
and there was some confusion in seating 
them in accordance with the plan ar­ 
ranged, but nobody appeared to be in 
a burry, and 
everybody was good 
nature <1. 
As noon approached the vast audience 
watched each new comer, each familiar 
face, and cheered whenever prominent 
figures were recognized. 
Those in the hall who could read the 
rather dim inscriptions 
beneath the 
portraita in the face of the east gallerv 
railing, repeated the epigrams to their 
near neighbors, who passed tb a a on, 
and soon the curiosity of the entire audi­ 
ence was satisfied. 
Beneath Cleveland’s portrait is a fa­ 
miliar quotation from the President’s 
message: 
“ It is condition not theory 
thAt confronts as.” 
Under Tilden’s 
portrait is the motto: 
“ Let there be 
peace and fraternity throughout the 
land.” 
Beneath Hancock’s portrait is 
written the following quotation from his 
letter 
of 
acceptance: 
“ The 
great 
principles of lil>erty are the inherit­ 
ance of the people." It is at once no­ 
ticed by delegates as they note these fa­ 
miliar Democratic faces, and equally 
familiar and historical Democratic senti­ 
ments, that there is a conspicuous ab­ 
sence of one man’s face in this Demo­ 
cratic portrait gallery. The portrait of 
every Democratic National 
candidate 
since, and including 1876, except that of 
ex-Governor English, of Indiana, who 
was on the ticket in 1880, is before the 
eyes of the Convention, and the place 
which should be filled by English’s por­ 
trait is occupied by that of ex-Governor 
Marmaduke. 
The most noticeable incident as the 
hour of the opening of the Convention 
approached was the flutter of handker­ 
chiefs and a waving of fans by the ladies 
who filled a doable row of loggia arranged 
along the front row of the two galleries, 
which hail been given up almost exclu­ 
sively to the women, whose bright {attire 
and pretty faces lent additional attraction 
to the Convention ensemble. 
Visiting clubs with emblazoned ban­ 
ners came in late, but as oach well- 
Fhown organization was recognized they 
were greeted with cheers. The Taiumany 
Hall braves were among the first to ap­ 
pear, followed closely by the New York 
County Democracy aucl local 8t. Louis 
organization. 
The handall Club, with 
its gorgeous black and gold banner, and 
led by “Squire" William McMullen, the 
hero of seven National Conventions, 
marched in proudly and was generously 
applauded. 
The first of the great Na­ 
tional Democratic figures to put in an 
appearance among the delegates was the 
tall form of the senior Henator from In­ 
diana, Dan. W. Voorhoes, and he was 
at 
once 
recognized 
and 
cheered 
to the echo. 
The Cleveland Democ­ 
racy of Buffalo, with a full brass 
band playing “ Dixie," marched into the 
gallery, ana created something of a 
sensation;at this point the Convention 
burst into applaud and cheers, which 
continued until the club made a circuit 
in the gallery And waa seated. 
The 
club’s crimson bauner, with its con­ 
spicuous gold letters, inscribing the 
President's name, was at once one of the 
most conspicuous and popular ornaments 
oi the hall. Every member of the club 
wears a high hat aud a Cleveland badge. 
Hon. Stephen M. White, of California, 
stepped quietly into his seat. Very fow 
persons recognized him, While he was 
shaking hands with the California dele­ 
gates, the Cleveland Club parade had 
come to an end, and the standard-bearer 
K 
lanted the Cleveland banner directly in 
ont of the great picture of the Capitol 
in the east gallery, a significant incident 
which redoubled the cheers from the 
throng in the navo of the hall below. 
Chairman Barnum, of the National 
Committee appeared at this moment up­ 
on tha platform and waa instantly recog­ 
nized and amid the general applause 
voices crying “ Barnum” were heard all 
over the hall. 
The Hendricks Club, of 
Indianapolis, increased the roíame of 
cheering at it marched np to the east 
gallery and placed its banner by the 
side of the Cleveland Democrats’ banner. 
Chairman Barnum looked Up to see what 
woe going on above, and whan ha oaught 
Bight o! Urn two «U n d id bwutere ho 
nodded sppsovml. 


stepjied in front of the Secretary's stand 
and held a brief consultation with some 
friends. 
Closely following upon Bcott’s heels 
entered Henry NVatterson.of the t ’ouner- 
Jounuil, with his coat-tail pockets bulged 
out conspicuously, suggesting the manu­ 
script copy of tho platform, which U is 
saiu lie is preparing. lie stopped to say 
a word in Hcott's ear, and passed quietly 
to a seat. 
At noon all the delegates hail arrived 
at Convention Hall except those from 
New York and Missouri. The absence 
of the New York delegation made a large 
gap In the center of the space reserved, 
and the Convention waited with tniu- 
« 
¡led feelings of curiosity and impatience 
or tho apjwarance of the Empire State’s 
representatives. It was fifteen minutes 
before they caino into tho Convention, 
headed by ex»Mayor Grace, of New York 
city. Conspicuous as it marched to its 
place, with the eyes of the Convention 
flrml upon if, wn*« the distinguished fig­ 
ure of Daniel Dougherty, who is to place 
Cleveland in nomination, and ha waa 
cheered. 
At tliia moment a California delegate 
mounted a chair, and, nnfurling it red 
handkerchief, placed St upon the banner 
pole of the delegation. This was tho 
signal for the appearance of hundreds of 
the “Old Roman’s” standard. Almost 
instantlv the banner poles of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Wisconsin, Nebraska, West Vir­ 
ginia, Florida. Utah, 
New 
Mexico, 
Ohio, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Oregon and Nevada were 
decorated 
with 
red 
handkerchiefs, 
and from the gallery, balconies and nave 
of the hall proper red banners waved all 
over the auditorium. A cheer bursts 
from a thousand throats in the galleriefl, 
as each was caught up by the Conven­ 
tion's full-throated voice. 
While this flare-up of enthusiasm was 
in progress, some one hoisted a high 
gray hat upon the pole of the Indiana 
delegatee and the friends of Governor 
Gray joined in the shooting. Chairman 
Barnum, who had advanced to the high 
desk on the platform, waited for tue 
cheere to subside and then the 
CONVENTION WAS CALLED TO ORDER. 
“The Convention will please come to 
order,” said Chairman Barnum. “ Bishop 
G. C. Granberry, of 8t. Louis, will open 
the proceedings" of this Convention with 
prayer.” 
The P-ishop came forward ami ad­ 
dressed the throne of grace as follows: 
“ Almightv God, onr Heavenly Father, 
who art lifted above all this turmoil and 
yet dost stoop to us in answer to our 
prayers, we adore Thee; we praise Thee; 
we give Thee thanks for Thy great good­ 
ness to the sons of men. Thou art God and 
we are the people of Thy province and 
the work of Thy hand. 
We thank Thee 
for this great country which Thou hast 
given us; for the increase of our popula­ 
tion and our wealth and our power; for 
the diffusion of knowledge; for Thy form 
which giveth light for the Church and 
for all Christian institutions. 
Forgive 
our ingratitudes, our forgetfulness of 
thee; our disobedience according to the 
multitude of Thy favors.Christ, O ! Lord, 
save ns from pestilence, famine and 
w a r; from sectional strife and anarchy 
and disorder; from the reign of vice and 
crime and impiety; may the founda­

faith anil reverence and rigbteonsness 
and love, ami may the favor of our God 
be our defence and our glory. 
We be­
